the disease. 
In speaking of vaccination, 
the board of health reminds the public 
that no one should allow himself, or any 
one for whom he is responsible, to remain 
unvaccinated, and taut whenever aud 
wherever smallpox threatens, re-vaccina­ 
tion by a com]h*tent physician should by 
all means be practiced. 
“School boards 
aud local boards of health everywhere 
should co-operate in retuning vaccina­ 
tion of all children and young persons, 
as a condition of admission to the pub­ 
lic Behinds, aud the proprietors of manu­ 
facturing establishments of all kinds 
should urge the necessity of this c e r a ­ 
tion upon their employes."

W a s h in g to n , Feb. 8 .—A prominent 
public man who has recently been to 
Mentor for consolation with General Gar­ 
field, told your correspondent to-day that 
he conversed for some time with the 
President-elect, and discussed twenty < >r 
more of the public men of the country. 
The discussion was in the* main not with 
reference to a Cabinet place, but upon 
their position in tile party and liefer© the 
country. 
He said that General Garfield 
understood thoroughly the rivalries of 
the various wings of the party, aud the 
object 
uppermost in his 
mind, per­ 
haps, appeared to be the fusion of all the 
various elements. He would make an 
earnest attempt to give cadi element 
proper recognition, aud not allow him­ 
self to be involved in any controversy in 
his own party. 
He recognized the truth 
of the claim that had not General Grant 
and Senator Conkling gone into the 
campaign when they did he would not 
have lieeu elected. 
He also thought that 
had not others gone to work at the be­ 
ginning of the campaign he would have 
failed, 
and 
his 
gentleman 
was 
led 
to 
lielieve 
that 
he 
will treat each fairly. As to persons and 
sections, General Garfield was s.* guard­ 
ed that he left without mention as to 
the States that would lie represented, 
except that Iowa could have a place in 
the cabinet As to whether it was to lie 
Mr. Wilson or Mr. Allison, or some one 
else, the President-ele<ftt dropped noth­ 
ing. The name of Robert Lincoln was 
talked over, and General Garfield only J 
stated an intention to give him some fit­ 
ting recognition in his administration, 
not only because he considered Mr. Lin­ 
coln a bright young man, but because he 
should take pleasure rn making a grace­ 
ful an acknowledgement to the memory 
of his father. 
He did not intimate, how­ 
ever, that it would be by offering Ibm a 
scat in the cabinet, nor did he say it 
would not lie done in that way.

from the South.

It is conceded 
now by ail intelligent business men I'Lu.

Nevertheless, there are certain 
laws regulating the expenditure of mon­ 
ey for advertisements which east not be 
broken without loss to tin* advertiser 
and the failure of his purpose. 
A model advertisement is designed to 
satisfy the rational demand of a proba­ 
ble customer to know what you have 
got to sell. 
The successful advertiser, 
therefore, observes three rules: first, he 
aims to furnish the information which 
the public wants; second, he aims to 
reach that part of the public whose 
wants he is prepared to satisfy; anil, 
third, he endeavors to make this informa­ 
tion as easy of acquisition by the public 
as possible. 
Many mistakes of judgment have 
been made in the various ways adopted 
of reducing the labor of the public in 
gaining this kind of trade information. 
Men have plastered fences with their 
announcements; 
they hu\e erected 
huge bill-boards and covered them with 
placards; they have 
stuck 
painted 
signs in the horse-cars 
and 
along 
either side of the slips of the ferries; 
they have even defaced the most pic­ 
turesque aspects of nature with their 
glaring assertions, and thus, instead of 
winning and gaining the 
attention, 
have awakened an abiding disgust and 
resentment. 
The fallacy which under­ 
lies all these efforts to catch the public 
on the wing, so to speak, to delude j 
men and women into an unexpected 
and irresistible desire to buy the some­ 
thing which you have to sell, is that 
rational beings do not set about shop- : 
ping or 
buying in this way, 
and | 
thousands are offends! by the un web j 
come intrusion of business announce- 
ments when they are only on pleasure 
bent, or at least have some purpose in 
view entirely different from that of 
trade. 
The commonest, and handiest tiling la 
Uke American family is the newspaper; 
and as nearly all shopping proceeds 1 
from the family, from its needs, its in­ 
telligence, its taste, its fashions, it fob i 
lows that the thoughtful and successful I 
advertiser approaches the family by this I 
means.

Labor oil the Farm. 
T hkrk are altoist au many kinds of 
farm management, as there are kinds of 
men. To a certain extent this is natu­ 
ral, because there are so many different 
products of the farm, almost any one of 
which may lie taken as the primary, and 
all the others thus become of only sec­ 
ondary importance, 
lf butter is the 
leading “ crop," the system of tile farm 
will be of one kind; if wheat is the pri­ 
mary product, the methods pursued will 
be different from those for butter, and 
this again will not be the same as when 
sheep are the main source of the farm­ 
er's income. 
Circumstances of soil, 
climate, nearness to market, personal 
tastes, etc., will decide these matters. 
But 
whatever 
the 
system, what­ 
ever 
the 
leading 
crop 
grown 
—and we by no means believe that yi 
all eases, or even in most cases, it is 
always better for a fanner to have a 
crop that is the leading one—there are 
certain general principles that should bo 
binding upon one so soon as he becomes 
a farmer. Ile who by the soil would 
thrive, no matter what he is ti* make 
that soil produce, should so plan his 
work that there will be the lea*! num­ 
ber of idle days, in fact, this means that 
there should be no days when the 
farmer has, as the common expres­ 
sion goes, 
to “ kill time." 
Every 
worker 
of 
the 
soil, 
whether 
he owns or rents the soil, and is, there­ 
fore, working for himself, should put a 
definite market value upon his labor. 
This very many fail to do, aud overlook­ 
ing this important fact, it easily and 
naturally becomes a source of loss. 
It 
is as much to the farmer's advantage to 
have a full supply of labor for each and 
every work day, as for the day hand that 
gets his living from his daily labor. 
The vital importance of the proper 
distribution of farm lal>or throughout 
the season—yes, the whole year—being 
accepted as a leading fact in profitable 
agriculture—the question is, how to 
make the most of it? In the first place 
it demands a careful planning of the 
whole season's work, if not the work 
for several years. This plan should ac­ 
count for work for not less than 29U 
days in the year—and the work of each 
of those days should be of such a char­ 
acter as to pav—not work to be done for 
the sake of doing something, but sea­ 
sonable, profitable labor. 
This princi­ 
ple at once points towards a variety of 
farm crops, mixed farming, a rotation 
of crons, the ideal farming, and the one 
towards which substantial agriculture is 
tending. 
A single example will suffice to illus­ 
trate and enforce the point. 
Ix*t it be 
supposed that a farmer is growing roots, 
and that it is to his advantage to have 
the labor of the care of his roots dis­ 
tributed along through the 
season. 
Instead of putting his w hole land into 
swedes, and that in early summer w hen 
other labor is pressing, he can sow a 
portion of the land to mangels as early 
as the ground can be worked; and later, 
after the swedes are in, a part of the 
field 
may be put into fiat turnips, 
which grow rapidly and must bo ted as 
soon as grown, 
ff soiling is practiced 
the flat turnips may follow the early 
rye in July. 
In like manner there are 
many cases where the work that would 
otherwise come “ all iii a heap," can 
I J' distributed through the season, and 
“ all hands" can be kept for several 
months and furnished with steady and 
profitable labor. The farmer w ho can 
best equalize his work and apportion to 
each week and month its part, other 
things being equal, will be the most 
successful.—American A gruullariat.

A partial wet­ 
ting of a garment is more apt to induce 
an attack than if the entire clothing 
were w etted, because, iii the hitter case, 
it would be certainly and speedily ex­ 
changed for dry garments. There are 
two very certain methods of preventing 
rheumatism. 
The very moment a gar­ 
ment is wetted in whole or in part, 
change it, or keep in motion sntficient 
to maintain a very slight perspiration, 
until the clothing is perfectly dried. 
The failure to wear woolen flannel 
next the skin, is the most frequent 
cause of rheumatism: for a common 
muslin or linen or silk shirt of a person 
in a perspiration becomes damp and 
cold the instant a pull*of air strikes it, 
even in mid-summer. This is not the 
case where woolen flannel is worn next 
the skin. The easiest, most certain, 
and least hurtful way of curing this 
troublesome affection is. first, to keep 
the joint affected wound around with 
several folds of woolen flannel; live en­ 
tirely on the lightest kind of food, such 
as coarse breads, ripe fruits, berries, 
boiled turnips, stewed apples and tho 
like, 
lf such things were eaten to the 
extent of keeping the system freely 
open, and exercise were takeu, so that 
n slight moisture should be ou the sur­ 
face of the skin all the time; or if in 
bed. the same thing were accomplished 
by hot teas and plentiful bed-clothing, 
a grateful relief and an ultimate cure 
will very certainly result in a reasona­ 
bly short time. 
Without this soft and 
moist ami warm condition of tile skin, 
and an open state of the system, the 
discase will continue to torture for 
weeks and months and years. 
Inflam­ 
matory rheumatism may, for all practi­ 
cal purposes, be regarded as an aggra­ 
vated form of the common kind, ex­ 
tended to all the joints of the body, 
instead of implicating only one or two. 
For all kinds, time, flannel, warmth, 
with a light and cooling diet, are the 
great remedies. — Halt's Journal of 
IL aith.

TtiK St. Petersburg Qolos has re­ 
ceived a letter from the famous archeol­ 
ogist, Schfiemann,dated Athens, March 
14. 
We print this extract: 
“ I have just returned from Asia 
Minor, where I have at hist finished that 
digging out of Troy which I began in 
I STO. During ten years I have strag­ 
gled with great diflioulties, among which 
perhaps the most troublesome has been 
the large amount of debris under which 
the ancient city was buried. 
It has 
been necessary to dig down and dig up 
the ground for more than sixteen yards 
below the surface. 
But I am fully rec­ 
ompensed for my trouble. 
I found the 
remains of seven different ancient cities; 
the last of them was the Ilion of Homer. 
That city was built by the .Lollans, ban­ 
ished from Greece by the Dorinus in the 
eleventh century before our era. 
In 
one of the buried cities I found many 
statues of Minerva with the owl’s head, 
whence her name of Glaacopis. In an­ 
other city were found many images of 
the divinities. But the most interesting 
and important of all discoveries is, of 
course, the city of King Priam. 
Every 
article found in the ruins of that city 
bear unmistakable signs of having been 
destroyed by fire ana in a time of war. 
There were discovered many remains of 
human bodies in full armor. I dug out 
and cleared away the debris from the 
entire wall that surrounded the citytand 
also from all the principal buildings. 
Now I am finishing a large volume in 
English describing with full details aill 
my discoveries and containing 200 illus­ 
trations 
of 
the 
most 
important 
of the discoveries. 
My Trojan col­ 
lection is now in London, but at the end 
of this year I shall take it to my villa in 
Athens, which is tire-proof, built only 
of marble and iron.
